A PERILOUS ADVENTURE. 


One of the Most Remarkable Es 


capes from Death on Record. 


A ship some tinn1 ago arrived at Bris- 


tol, after n successful Pacific whaling 
vovage. Timo vf.s when thousands ol 
vessels tracked tha great sea monsters 
in search of oil, but the discoveries ol 
the mineral article hns made the tr.vle 
no longer remunerative, or, nt lenst, 
irnich k-ss an object of pursuit. 
The 


ship referred to \vns the Hfti( IT'im?, 
commanded by Copt. Parker, who met 
with a most perilous adventure during 
his cruise, and which came very near 
coating him his life. 
Under the most 


favorable circnmstances, the occupation 
of the whaler is one of great dauger and 
physical trial, and very few ships ever 
return to port without losing one or 
more hands'by the ordinary exigencies 
of tho service. 


It seems that Capl. Parker was ont 


from his ship, with a boat's crew, chas- 
ing a whale, nud, having fastened his 
harpoon to the creature, it dived, as 
nsnftl, nncl the line, coiled in the bows 
of the boat, began to run out with light- 
ning speed as the monster sunk to the 
extreme depth of the ocean. At this 
critical juncture, Capt. Parker went to 
the forward part of the boat to be sure 
that there was no twist in the rope to 
prevent its working clear. The Hue was 
running oat with such rapidity as to 
cause smoke to arise from the wood- 
work of the boat, and the Captain threw 
water, as is the custom, upon the spot. 
By some unlucky Inrch of the boat lie 
was canted from his position, and he 
naturally threw out his left hand to pre- 
vent himself from falling; but. ia doing 
so, he unfortunately placed it so that 
the rope coiled about his wrist, and he 
was overboard and out of bight in »n 
instant. 


He was perfectly conscious while he 


v/as rushing down, head foremost, and 
with an incredible swiftness., and it ap- 
peared to him tuat his arm would be torn 
from the s.ocket, so great was the resis- 
tance of tlie water. During these awful 
moments he was weU aware of his per- 
ilous situation, and that his only chance 
for life was to cut. the line. But how could 
he do this? He could not move his right 
arm from his side, to which it was so 
closely pressed by the force of the ele- 
ment through which he was being drawn. 
The pressure cm ais brain grew more and 
more terrible.and a ronring as oi thunder, 
sounded in his. ea*"s. Ho opened his eyes 
for a single instant, and it seemed i:s 
though a stream of fire was passing 
before them. And now came that inev- 
itable activity of the brain which char- 
acterizes all such perilous situations, 
where one's whole life seems to pass in 
review, in an instant of time. But the 
Captain was a very practical man, cool 
and courageous always, tmd consequent- 
ly »till self-possessed. 


He began to struggle with all his 


muscular power to reach the knife which 
he wore in his belt. He felt he was 
growing weaker every instant, and it 
was now or never with hira, though we 
should say, parenthetically, that what 
requires so long to describe occurred in 
time which was reckoned by seconds 
rather than minutes. Oh, it ho could 
but command Lis right hand for one 
stroke upon that fatal line! Now bis 
heart began to fail him. He did not ab- 
solutely despair, but his brain reeled, 
his nerves seemed to relax their tension, 
light and darkness appeared to alternate 
before his eye-balls, and his heed felt as 
"though -compressed ia an iron vice. 
Were these his last moments? 
He 


thought in spite of the agonizing pain 
he endured, he would ffiake one more 
brave effort. 


The line providentially slackened for 


a second; he reached his knife, and, as 
quick as thought itself, as the rope be- 
came taut again, the keen edge of the 
blade was upon it, and by a desperate 
effort of his aim it became severed. He 
was freed and then commenced his up- 
ward passage, caused by the natural 
buoyancy of the human body. 
After 


this, he only remembered a feeling of 
suffocation, a gurgling spasm, and a'l 
was over until he awoke to to an agoniz- 
ing pain of reviving consciousness, iii 
the arms of his boat's crew. Truly, one 
of the most remarkable escapes from 
death on record. 


Baptisto ia Hot Water.

Mr. Eawlin says: "Per- 
sonal jealousies, sectional strife, wily 
schemes to undermine the positions and 
blast the reputation of others, both in 
the pulpit and in the educational chair, 
unmitigated slander and bitter war, have 
been epidemic, to my own personal 
knowledge, more or less for the past 
eight years." For years, the gentleman 
says he has stood aloof from min- 
isterial associations because of these 
very things, for he claims to have 
had a sad experience at the hands of 
some of his clerical brethren such as he 
navet received from any other human 
being. He hopes the time will come 
when Christ will be preached instead of 
sectarian dogmas, and when Christians 
will be put into the ministry by the 
spirit of* God, instead of self-seeking, 
hypocritical aspirants for positions and 
favor who have plenty of religion, but 
are as destitute of Christianity as a 
wood-pile is of diamonds. 
He says 


further, that he is "fully convinced that 
the spirit of party and sect, of pride and 
vaia glory, of ecclesiastical wire-palling 
and mean, contemptible, underhanded, 
two-faced scheming, is a spirit of deadly 
antagonism to the Christian religion, 
and it is writing -Ichabod' upon the 
crumbling 
walls of de>ominatious, 


which God grant, may soon be as effect- 
ually demolished as were the walls of 
ancient Jericho." Next Sabbath even- 
ing the reverend gentleman will define 
bis position, and give his reasons for 
withdrawing from the dominion of de- 
nominationalisui. It ;8 bad enough in 
all conscience when one oect wars with 
another sect, bat it seenw to mo infinite- 
ly more unseemly when paatorg and 
churches of the same sect fight each 
other. Mr. Eawlin has been preaching 
in Chicago for nearly fifteen years, and 
ha* always been considered a man of *v- 
«r»«» ability.
